prevailing, at leaft beginning fo to do— 
That the Difpute about Toleration, and 
impoling the Common-Prayer Book in Scot- 
land, thal) be dangerous to the Toleration 
in England ——— 

-l am not ignorant of the Fury and Ia- 
dignation of a Party in England, who pre- 
tend to be Advocates for forcing Innova- 
tions upon the People in Scotland : Their 
new printed Pipers give frequent Intima- 
tions of it—And the Obfervator and Review 
for telling you thefe Things, are threatned 
very hard—One of their new Pampleteers 


fays, The Scriblers havealready rais’d the 
Refentments of the Clergy to a very high 
Degree—And the Low-Church, he fays, 
will be certain to feel the Weight of it one 
time or other—Rehearfal Reviv'd, N° 14. 
This is new Party Firebrand that begins 
with exclaiming againft the Liberty of the 
Prefs—and is for putting down all the Scrib- 
blers, as he calls them—but begins his Paper 
with current Pages and Numbers, and 
marks it Vol. I.—which muft be Nunfenfe, 
if he did not expe& to be continu’d him- 
felf to a Number of Leaves, and the Bulk 
of Volumes——Perhaps thefe People expc& 
to be f{pas’d for their abundant Merit, in 
the general Conflagration of ob/ervators, 
Reviews, and other Writers, ; 
ut 
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But if this Paper muft die the Death of 
its Fathers, I fay, and be filenc’d for 
fpeaking too much Truth———Let me turd 
it to you, for whofe Sake. all this Stir is 
made, and whofe Liberty is the Eye-fore, 
that thefe People are affli&ed with———~ 
And before Execution, let me move you to 
one Thing, Viz. Not to be led hoodwink'd 
and blind into yourown Deftruétion. 

That the Toleration of Difenters in 
England-is openly and fecretly pointed at, 
and envy’d by this Party, isa Truth, they 
themfelves will not difpute—And the fame 
Author I mention’d above, N° 13. has de- 
clar’d open War againft i¢,-pnil’d off the 


Vizor, and deawn his Aigh- Church Scymates 
in the Face ;of tho QUEBN, declaring it 
maft and, Shell come dowl%tho’ her Mit 


jefty has given her Faith and Honour to 
preferve it Inviolate For his good 
Manners, I think, her Majefty is his Debtor 
very much. 

But not fo make him. Famous by his 
Infamy————+Let me afk the Difenters in 

agland one ‘Thing~— Ups the Suppo- 
ition of this Pket—Can you think your 
Liberty thedetter to be defended, and the 
more fecure for your Brethren in Scotland 
having loft theirs ? Why fhould you defire 
any Body, in a Day when various. Tyran- 
nies are invading us, to he eafie ia parting 
with eftablith’d Liberties? —— The To- 
Jeration in Scotland, which thefe People 
talk of, is an Jnvafion upon Civil Right, 
*tis a breaking in upon a Sacred Conftitu- 
tion, ’tis in fhort an invading the new ce- 
mented Union—And as I {aid in my left, if 
you broach that Cafk, it wil be an empty 
Hogfhead''to you ever after. Now, can 
your Security be‘ftronger; for the Church 
of Scotland being, made:weakér ? Can your 
Liberties be the better preferv'd, by theirs 
being deftroy’d ? ————_ What Reafon for 
this can be given, I cancot yee fee. 

It would be enquir’d heré, what it fs in

tolerate—Should y¢ tolerate the Common- 
Prayer; fs that it they want? —~’Tis evi- 
dent, No; for they did not ufe it when 
they werg Maftérs, nor would not gene- 
rally, if it were tolerated-— What then, 
fhall they toterate Epiftopacy ? mmmemnen=

Really, Gentlemen, you are ftran sont 
norant’ in England "of Affairs of me 


nor do I fee you are willing to be in- 
form’d—' Let them abftra&t facobitifm 


from Epifcopacy in Scotland, and I under- 
take to prove, that Epifcopacy enjoys more 
Toleration at this time in Scotland, than 
Presbyterianifm does in England, fince there 
are above 1 50Epi{copaiMinifters now preache 
ing in Scotland in the Parifh-Churches, that 
enjoy their Benefices and Stipends, and yet 
are Epifcopal, and ever were fo; and in 
fome of thefe, the Presbyterians, who are 
the eftablifh’d Church, preach in Conven- 
ticles undes them—— Bitber_ this is true, 
oritisnot} If itis true, then the Epifco. 
pal Minifters wane no Toleration in Scot. 
laad—lI: it be por true, let them deny it— 
And anfwer a little Tra& publifh’d in Lon- 
don, and fold, it Lremember, by Mr. Na- 
thaniel Cliff in the Poultry, where a Lift of 
their Names and Places, where they are 
planted, is fet down—— Ithirk this is a 
Kind of Toleration, beyond whag any Di/- 
Senter enjoys inthis Kingdom: 

Well, who is it thén in Scosdamd the ‘To- 
leration is demanded for ? Is it for Facobi- 
uiet _ = they _ have ic faid fo, 
neither——— Bat it is for Diffemters, an in- 
definite, fignifying Nepiar ha Who afe 
thefe Difenters ? Wicker they will take the 
Oaths, or they are Facobites. Let us fee 
this ia fhort. 

By the 22d A@& of the fourth Seffion of 
the firft Parliament, Wiliam and Mary, 
Anno 1693; it isEna@ed thus, ‘ That all the 
* Minifters poffefs’d of Benefices in Scerkend, 
* tho’:not coaforming to the Preah 
* Church-Government, fhould have theit 
* Majefties Proteétion, and continue ia theic 
‘faid Benefices, provided they took the 
* Oaths to their Majeftics-——. By Vertue 
of this A& chey continue in the’ Parilly 
Churches as above. 

Now, what wovkd the. other afk 2 To- 
leration for, ia what Manner, and to what 
Purpole ?. They. will not fay, they would 
tolerate Facobitifes—um' Weil then, when- 
ever a Toleration is granted, it muft be to 
fuch as will take the Oaths, &«. But he 
muft be drunk or mad that takes the Oaths 


to preach in a Mecting- Houle, who, if be 
would 


would have taken the Oaths, had never 
come out of the Church. This is a pre- 
pofterous Piece of Nonfenfe, and difcovers 
plainly the Proje&t, That it is a Facobite 
Plot, 4 meer Combination againft the 
Unions Lhope, no Diffenrer in Ewgland can 
be found to defire the Sots to be thus 
deceiv’d. — 

If now a Tolération were allow’d, what 
would they do with it? ———— | anfwer, 
They would not atcept of it, or if they did, 
, it would divide and undo them; and for 
i thisI refer to the fame Tra&, where it is 
, ‘at large prov’d —— Toleration with Oaths 
would ruin the Party, ifthey accepted it, 
for it-would immediately expofe them as 
Ffacobites, the Generality of them at this 
time refuling the Oaths, and their Mini- 
fters declar’d to their late Lord Provoft of 
Edinburgh, in the Time of the late Profecu- 
tion, and.which I had from his Lordfhip’s 
own Mouth, and his Leave to publifh it, 
That. if they fhould conform to the Oaths, 
their People would not hear then ——.—< 
, It cannot then be a Toleration with thé 

Oaths that they defire; and a Toleration 
without the Oaths, I prefame, they would 
not have the Face to afk———-_ The Defign 
therefore muft lock farther than aii this. 
Wonder not then, that they are fo mov‘d 
at this Paper. The deteé&ing this Fraud 
pinches in fo render a Place, that they can- 
not bear it-——I entreat every confidering 
Re2der of this Paper then to open his 
Byes, and fee, what is doing in the North—~ 
and what is aim’d at, Be no longer de- 
ceiv’d, Gentlemen, with the f{pecious 
Name, the jingling Words Liberty and 
Confcience, 1 fay it again, It is neither 
Common-Prayer or Tolerasion that thefe 
Men feek, neither if they had them, would 
they ule any of them. 

But the Aim is at a viftble Rupture of 
the Union; They know, the Word Tole- 
ration is afpecious, plaufible Word among 
‘you in Englands they know, the Unifor- 
mity of Worfhip in Scostand is become a 
Civil Right by the Uyios they know, to 
attempt it, will make a terrible Breach, 
England will appear in its Favour, the 
Church of England, they think, will take 
it 10, if refus’d, &e. They know, the 
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yield to it~ And this is the uft ace 
ceptable Strife they can begin amongft us 
in np yey to cleat up yourThoughits, 
and dire’ you how toae@, let me give 
you two parallel Cafes before you, One of 
a Soe ~s ie One of the Dij- 
enters, which may, if you pleafé to be 
diteBed be yi Guide =e 

Firft, Fot the ts; Take Kin 
fames’s Propofal for aking off the Potnal 
Laws and Teft; It was a fpecious Thing, 
carry’d a moft juft Out-fide, fenfibly touch’ 
the Difevters in England, who had fuffer’a 
deeply by choft Laws, and fome of you 
were drawt i then, as fomeé are now, to 
bite at the Bait, without feeling for the Hook. 
But the wifeft, the beft,jand, God be prais'd, 
the moft of you faw thro’ the Mafk, and 
fhunning the Suare, wifely determin’d in 
Favour of the great Intereft of the Prote- 
ftant Religion, and the Authority of the 
Law, and rather chofe to yield to the Ha- 
zard of Poerial Laws, than overthrow pub- 
fick;Right, by thé difpenfing Power of the 
Rings and it was got long before you faw, 
‘that the Safety of the Nation depended 
under God upon this happy Diftin@on. 

The next Iaftance, I fhall give you, is 
ia the Occafional Bill_——_ The Parliament, 
both Lords and Commons, agreed in this, 
That the Occafional Time-ferving Confor- 
mity mention’d in that Bil, ought td be: 
prevented; the Lords efpecially, in their 
feveral Cobferences with the Comans, al- 
ways agreed in that Pcint-—— But findi 
the A& extended to feveral Things w 
they could not difpenfe with, and that it 
was in general an Invafion of publick 
Right—and the Liberty of the Subje& 
eftablith’d in the Revolution, they rejeéted 
the Bill. 

I think, the Parallel is not'unjuft ; and 
let your Tendernefs for People in Scotland, 
whom without Offence to you; ye do not 
uoderftand, be what it will—nay, and were 
their Defigrs lefs mifchievous, or that 
Mifchief lefs obvious—Yet if you will con- 
fider, that the Liberty of the Church of 
Scossand, and her general Security is ine 
teswoven with the Uniformity of Worhhip, 
and chat all together is twifted to, and 


mingled with her Civil Rights in the A& 
Scots will never hear of it—nor can ever ~ or 
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of Union; This, by all Manner of Reafon- 
ing, and by the Examples abovefaid, ought 
to govern you in this Cafe, and you ought 
not to defire your nnited Friends io Scot. 
land to unhinge their Conftitution, to grant 
a Liberty, which when granted, the Szek- 
ers will not make ufe of, and which in 
grauting, deftroys the very effential and 
vital Principles ofthe Union; which Union, 
if once broke into by this Violence, can 
‘never again be reftor’d, : : 

As to the Danger of your own Liberty ia 
England, tho’ if it were in Danger, it 
mould be 4 fatal Piece of Policy, and doing a 
terrible Evil that. Gi might come, thus to 
fecure it ; see fio juft Reafon to fear 
any thing ¢@ the‘ Toleration in England 
from this Matter, they have no Connection 
together, not the leaft Dependance one 
upon another, neither can there be any 
Argument, drawn from the one to the 
other— If there be any Danger, ‘tis, 
that if the Conftitution of the Church of 
Scotland be overthrown, as by this Attempt 
it would—I do not fee, how it‘could be 
pofible for the Iatereft of the Difenters to 
ftand long -————— But of this I foal fpeak 
more particularly, as I go on.
